AMARYLLIS HYBRIDS 


Nothing will give the « amateur greater pleasure 
than Amaryllis for growing in the house as 
well as in the garden. These giant-flowering 
bulbs produce magnificent blossoms with the 
least possible care and trouble. Planted in a 
pot in the early winter, they will bloom in about 
six to eight weeks. Bulbs may be kept dormant 
and planted a week or ten days apart, so as to 
produce a succession of bloom throughout the 
entire winter. In the garden they may be planted 
during March, April and May, depending upon 
locality, and they will bloom during June and 
July as easily as Gladiolus. The bulbs throw a 
vigorous stem with four to six gigantic blooms, 
ranging in color from pure white with varied 
markings of rose, red and crimson to the richest 
self colors such as scarlet, crimson and bright 
red.

HOW TO PLANT TULIPS 


Tulip bulbs are planted in the fall and early 
winter. The general rule is to set them 4 to 6 inches 
deep, and about 5 to 8 inches apart. However, they 
can be planted as deep as 10 to 12 inches if you care 
to go to that much trouble. The deeper you plant 
them the better they will do, particularly when you 
intend to leave the bulbs in the ground for several 
years. An average good garden soil with some 
commercial fertilizer worked in it before planting, 
will produce excellent blooms. It is not necessary 
to dig up the bulbs every year. They may be left 
in the ground as long as they bloom well. However, 
many gardeners do follow the practice of digging 
the bulbs after they have bloomed and the foliage 
starts to turn yellow, storing them during the sum- 
mer and replanting them in the fall.

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NARCISSUS—DAFFODILS 


Narcissus are among the earliest spring-flowermg bulbs and as such are most welcome. Their gay yellow 
and white, and cream and orange blooms seem to be the very essence of the new season. It is well to plant 
them where they will have shrubs or evergreens as a background. Smaller kinds are very effective in the rock 
garden, and for a superb spring picture there is nothing to surpass a large planting of naturalized Narcissus. 

These bulbs are very hardy and may be left in the ground undisturbed for several seasons. They need a 
well-drained location. Plant the bulbs 4 to 5 inches deep, as early as possible in the fall. Smaller and fewer 
flowers after a few years indicate that the bulbs need to be dug up and replanted. 


Group 1 : Trumpet Daffodils 


Trumpet or crown as long or longer than 
the perianth segments. These are the 
giant-flowered varieties with long trumpets 
and wide perianthes of various shades. 


Aerolite. The large flower is beautifully pro- 
portioned, giving the impression of graceful- 
ness, despite its size. Perianth deep primrose, 
with a pure medium-yellow trumpet [eft in 
bold relief by the broad-peinted star, formed 
by the flat opening outer petals, 144 inches 
wide.

Pot them in good rich soil Just as soon as you receive them, either singly in 4-inch pots or three or more bulbs 


in larger pots or bulb-pans. They can then be set outside in a coldframe or in a cool cellar. After several weeks examine 


the pot or pan. 


If it is pretty well filled with roots, bring it indoors to a moderate temperature between 50 and 60° F. Don’t 


give too much light at first. After a week or two the bulbs can be exposed to full light and more heat. If they are not given 
ample time for root development, the result will be weak foliage, short stems, and imperfect flower spikes. 


GROWING HYACINTHS IN WATER 


Open the bags upon arrival and put in a cool, dry place until December 1. The preferred storage temperature is 50° F.

Moraea 


MORAEA 


Known in their native habitat as “Little Owl” 
and “‘Butterfly,”’ these South African relatives 
of the Iris family somewhat resemble that fa- 
miliar Japanese Iris. Very dainty in flower and 
stem. They sway with the slightest breeze. The 
variety offered here has proved fairly hardy with 
protection in the northern states. It is useful for 
rock gardens, excellent for cut flowers and also 
for forcing indoors.

Give 
only shallow cultivation, not over 2 to 3 inches 
deep, so as to leave the roots undisturbed.

HYBRID PERPETUAL OR 
JUNE ROSES 


In this class Iarge flowers, fragrance, disease 
resistance, and strong growth are outstanding 
features. While most varieties bloom only in 
June and July, many will repeat throughout 
the summer and fall, and a few even repeat 
heavily enough to rival some of the Hybrid Teas. 
Those that repeat are marked (R). 

Hybrid Perpetuals spaced 21% to 3 feet apart 
can be grown as bedding Roses at a height of 
3 to 4 feet, or allowed to grow into shrubs up to 
6 feet tall. A few of the most vigorous can be 
trained as pillars, giving wonderful displays of 
bloom in June and July. They also make fine 
specimen plants on the lawn. If wanted for 
bedding, prune to 15 to 18 inches; for shrubs, 
2 feet or over. For a pillar Rose, allow the plant 
to grow as tall as desired, then cut out only dead 
wood or enough to keep the bush within bounds. 
Hybrid Perpetuals sometimes outgrow the 
space allotted them, in which case the canes 
should be cut back to 214 feet. This summer 
pruning often encourages more repeat blooming.

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EVERBLOOMING CLIMBING 
HYBRID TEA ROSES 


In Southern States these bear huge crops of 
Hybrid Tea flowers all season, but farther north 
they often do not bloom [ater than May or June 
and are not always hardy. In these colder 
regions they may be wintered over by untying 
the canes from their supports, loosening the 
roots on one side, then laying the canes on top 
of the ground and covering them with 6 inches 
of soil. In pruning, keep both old and new 
wood, cutting out only dead or exhausted canes
